PACIFIC: 
No Peace 


Though Japan has laid down her 
arms, peace has not yet come to 
the Pacific, what with Chinese na- 
tionalists and communists at swords 
points and Indonesians seeking their 
independence from Dutch rule. 

U. S. troops stood in the middle 
as Chinese nationalists squared off 
against the communists, with na- 
vines guarding the vital coui mines 
and rail route around the shipping 
port of Chinwangtao in the trouble- 
some northern zone, 

Heretofore, the communists have 
considered this territory their espe- 
cial domain, and until Chiang Kai- 
shek's troops set foot upon it after 
disembarking from U. S. vessels, no 
nationalist forces had ever chal- 
lenged Red control there. While the 
communists withdrew in the face of 
nationalist landings at Chinwangtao, 
they remained active to the west, 
cutting rail roufes over which 
Chiang could deploy his armies, 

With the U. S. supporting the na- 
tionalists and the Russians having 
recently promised to keep hands off 
of Chinese politics, Chiang has en- 
joyed every advantage in his effort 
to, extend his domination over the 
country. While his representatives 
have haggled with the Reds over 
terms in Chungking, Chiang has 
cleverly pressed his edge in the 
north,

dies, led by President Soekarno of 
their recently es — 
tablished republic, § 
looked to confer- § 
ences with Allied ;

AGRICULTURE: 
1946 Prospects 


Though the government intends no 
leveling off of over-all production 
next year and demand for food 
should remain high, real farm in- 
come may drop as much as 15 per 
cent during 1946 in reflecting ib- 
creases in. Some prices of what 
farmers buy, the department of ag- 
riculture predicted. 


Despite a 15 per cent drop in real 
incorrie—that is, what income will 
actually buy in goods, ete.—it will 
still remain double the prewar avers 
age, the department reported. How- 
ever, any kind of a decrease would 
be the first since 1935, 

Predictions of a drop in real in- 
come for 1946 followed reports that 
the government would soon outline 
production goals for next year, ask- 
ing for maintenance of present live- 
stock and hog markelings and wheat 
and corti acreage; incréased plant- 
ings of cotton and sugar beets, and 
sharp cuts for eggs and chickens 
and oil bearing crops, Milk and po- 
tatoes would be scheduled for small- 
er reductions,

Warn ‘of Traffic Hazards 


As chairman of the National 
Safety council’s committee on 
winter driving hazards, made up 
of. 30 experts in fields of traffic 
and transportation, Prof. Ralph 
A. Moyer of Iowa State college 
warned that the coming snow and 
ice season may cause one of the 
worst “traffic accident winters’’ 
in history. 

With a study of recent years 
showing traffic accident death 
rates for 56 northern states 24 
to 53 per cent higher in the win- 
ter than in the summer months, 
Moyer said, the combination of 
more and older cars, more fas 
and more “restraint weary” driv- 
ers may result in the worst season 
in history, Drivers in snow belt 
states must consider dangerous 
road conditions and should imme- 
diately check their brakes, tire 
chains, windshield wipers, de- 
| frosters, and headlights. 


Concerning future auto and 
truck models, Professor Moyer 
said manufacturers are giving 
more consideration to safety and 
practical fender styling for easi- 
er instalation of anti-skid chains 
without impairing streamlining. | 
New windshield and window de- 
signs, defrosters and headlights 
also improve winter visibility. 


GERMANY: 


Foresee Trouble 


Because of widespread unemploy- 
ment, food’ and -fuel shortages and 
murder and looting by displaced 
persons, serious outbreaks may oc- 
cur in Germany over the winter, 
General Dwight D. Eisenhower re- 
ported. 

Eisenhower's statement followed 
disclosure of a survey that the Ger- 
mans generally had praise for the 
occupation of the British, were irked 
by seeniing American indifference 
to conditions and fostered a deep 
hatred for the Russians. The state- 
ment also came on top of demands 
in some circles that the Allies lay 
down a clear-cut economic policy for 
Germany so that normal activity 
may be restored to relieve the wide- 
spread chaos. 

German youths and returned sol- 
diers presently constitute the larg- 
est trouble-making element, Eisen- 
hower said, with much of their ire 
directed against frauleins fraterniz- 
ing with Allied troops and displaced 
persons. Such discontent could well 
lead to organized resistance against 
occupation forces, Eisenhower 
warned,

Courses Must Be Centered Around Core of | 
Subjects Stressing Human Relations; 
Physical Build-up Also {mportant.

(This is the second of two articles 
on the ‘“‘new reconversion,” this one 
in cducation.) 


In a previous column I laid before 
you the vital need of reconverting 
our educational system if America 
is going to meet the challenge of 
other ideologies to the faith in our 
democratic institutions, I pointed 
out how poorly many of our occupa- 
tion forces are testifying to their 
democratic convictions in the face 
of the geniality of our former ene- 
mies, 

I took you into the office of Com- 
missioner of Education John Stude- 
baker who pointed out to me how 
reconverting educationally is as im- 
portant as recénverting industrially 
if we are going to meet the problems 
of the day. Dr. Studebaker said that 
this could be achieved by making 
a solid core of education available 
to all. Such a core would be com- 
posed of certain basic studies which 
educators believe are essential to a 
solidarity of democratic thought, 
The commissioner of education sees 
this core asa reinforcement of men- 
tal iron in the moral structure of the 
nation. 


When you talk about making this 
core available to all, that is not the 
complete picture. Men like Doctor 
Studebaker would have this group 
of basic studies required of all stu- 
dents, not just made available to 
them. And thereby, say the tradition- 
alists, hangs a threat to. the elective 
system under which many institu- 
tions of learning have been comfort- 
ably educating students. Under the 
system of free choice, College Joe 
and College Jane could pick the 
courses their hearts desired. If their 
hearts desired a little extra sleep in 
the morning, they could pick classes 
that would not require early rising, 
If extra-curricular. activities were 
particularly heavy one semester, 
they did not have to take economics 
which was hard when Turkish archi- 
tecture was a snap. 


Too many students have been com- 
ing out of our institutions of Jearn- 
ing without a basic concept of what 
our democracy is all about, say the 
educators who dre crying for recon- 
version, If they don’t select the 
courses that will give thei that con- 
cept, they must be required to take 
them, these same men say—the fu- 
ture of our way of life is at stake. 


Education Vital 
Force in State 


It is a well-known fact that before 
the Nazis ever dreamed of world 
conqtiest they first restrained by 
ferce, those who were too ald or too 
wise to acéept Nazi indoctrination. 
The more malleable minds of the 
young were filled with the false doc- 
trines of subordination to the state, 
race hatred and exaltation of might. 
Their other anti-democratie and 
anti + Christian principles were 
potired into the youth until there 
was prodticed a state in which the 
controlling element of the population 
was fanatically loyal to Naziisin. 


Democracy and Christian princi- 
ples: ofice instilled can produce just 
as strong. a loyalty, just as enduring 
a faith, but there ig a minimtim of 
instruction in their trie meaning 
that mitist bé made available to ev- 
eryorie—more thari that, that should 
be required stidy of evéryorié whic 
would be a good citizen, This is 
thé first way in which the destruc:

War Exposes 
Academic Weaknesses 


During the war, certain major 
weaknesses in. our educational sys- 
tem were bluntly exposed. Total re- 
jections in the war for physical, 
psychiatric and educational reasons 
have been almost as numerous as 
the number of men who served in 
the army overseas. We may or 
may not need our young men to fight 
another war, but regardless of this, 
we need to improve school pro- 
grams of health and physical educa- 
tion, including the early discovery of 
remediable defects to be corrected 
by family physicians and public 
health agencies. A nation that would 
be strong, must be strong physi- 
cally, 


Military authorities have also 
found a major weakness in the work 
of the schools in. the failure to re- 
quire older students to carry mathe- 
matics to the point of practical mas- 
tery. 

The natural sciences gained a 
larger place in the field of educa- 
tion during the war, and they should 
continue to do so, according to Com- 
missioner Studebaker. No adequate 
understanding of our civilization is 
possible without considerable knowl- 
edge of them. Moreover, many 
careers in trade, technical, profes- 
sional and Scientific pursuits, « * 
er of industry, business or agricul- 
ture, are handicapped without a thor- 
ough scientific groundwork, laid in 
the elementary and secondary 
schools and for many, continued in 
the colleges and universities. 


But. one of the most basic seg- 
ments of the core, in the opinion of 
Dr. Studebaker, should be made up 
of the soofal studies, It is upon this 
group that we have leaned most 
heavily in training for responsible 
citizenship + and this must con- 
tinue, History and the other social 
studies are essential to the grottnd- 
ing of our cifizéns in the American 
tradition of political liberty, wu 
knowledge of the structure of our 
republican form of g6vernment, and 
a fitm attachment to the democrati¢ 
faith, Doctor Studebaker says. 


I said that it-is the belief of im- 
portant educators that a core of 
ihis type must become a “nitst” in 
the éurricula of the nation, thereby 
casting overboard the traditional 
elective system whereby a student 
is giver pretty mtich free choice in 
what he will study. This new ap- 
proach is emphasized in ore of the 
midst widely quoted documents of re- 
cent publication, the Harvard study 
entitled, “General Editéation in a 
Free Society.” ‘This work has 
startléd a niimber of people coming 
as it does from the institution that 
Saiv the elective systeni reach its 
most extreme form, for it recom- 
mends the abandonment of that sys- 
tem. In this docurient, the chief 
priest of thé elective system poéifits 
out the weaknesses of that long-cher- 
ishéd method, 


Of cotirse, it is one thing to set 
up curricila that will insure the fact 
that thése attending school will gét 
the basic sttidies. It is another to 
$éé that théesé réquited siibjects are 
made available to all. Is it possible 
to prodiicé and démocratically dis: 
tribiité this basic coré to ali Amer 
iéa? 

Not yet. That is another imust 
in the new réconversion. The €xe 
penditurés now on th + 
: less commodity ar déqiiate, But 
I am not dealing here with the fi- 
haneés of édiication, That ig a 
subject ini itself, Suffice it ta say 
tat éven with greater funds this 
prodiiét,, as blué-printed by thie ex- 
pérts, canriot be prodiééd in the 
existing plants any more than the 
peacetime models and typés of ins 


dustrial cormoditiés can be pro- 
duced by machities equipped for war 
prodiiction.

An easy way to serve is to have 
cups of chilled cider in the living 
room before the serious business of 
dinner begins.

Or, if the 
weather is a mite chilly, try hot cup- 
fuls of tomato juice, spiced up with 
a bit of lemon juice. These will 
help break the ice and bring the 
folks to the table in a jovial mood.

Hank—Mind telling me just what I’ve 
aright to expect froma parachute, Bill? 

Robinson—First thing is that a 
parachute must be of a type to make 
it possible for a pilot to bail out no 
matter what position the plane may 
be'in when it becomes disabled, I 
mean by that, that if you are in 
trouble you might find yourself to 
either one side or the other, or even 
upside down, You've got to be able 
to clear the plane, no matter what 
stunt it’s decided to do on its own. 

Hank—I see—that means that with a 
‘chute you jump from. the plane, and 
dowt just fall out. 

Robinson—Gelting out of a plane 
safely must never depend on just 
falling out. 

Hank—But suppose a pilot does fall 
before he has a chance to jump delib- 
erately? 

Robinson—Other requirements set 
up for standard equipment take care 
of that. Naturally, if a parachute 
is to be used it must be at all times 
fastened to the pilot’s body while he 
is in the plane, and it must be so 
contructed that there is no chance 
of its failing to work under any can- 
dition, It must be of a size and so 
attached to the body of the pilot as 
to make the jump possible wih the 
least difficulty and loss of time. 

HNank—They don’t look so tough, but 
they must be able to stand an awful lot 
to come down like they do and not be 
torn to ribbons. 

Robinson—Standard requirements 
take care of that, too. A parachute 
must open promptly and be able to 
withstand the drag of a 200-pound 
load falling at a speed of 400 miles 
an hour, 

Hank—Can you steer the things, Bill, 
or does a fellow just have to fall any 
place the parachute happens to land? 

Robinson—Well—not altogether. A 
parachute is stecrable to a reason- 
able degree, and by a little training 
a fellow can manage not to land in 
a puddle or on a bunch of rocks. 

Hank—The things don’t look as if 
they'd be very comfortable—uiat harness 
looks to me as if it would be heavy and 
clumsy. 

Robinson—It looks that way, but

Robinson—There have been hun- 
dreds of them, and there have been 
any number of parachute jumping 
competitions from time to time in 
which the ‘chutists have competed 
in ability to land at designated 
points. There have been competi- 
tions in the delayed type of landing 
—I mean where the pilot deliberate- 
ly keeps his 'chute from opening un- 
til he has dropped 1,000 to 1,500 feet. 
The delayed opening at 1,000 feet 
has been done successfully so often 
that it attracts no attention. 

Hank—How fast does a pilot fall 
when he’s coming down on his own—l 
mean before he opens the ‘chute? 

Robinson—Oh, it varies a little, 
but it’s between 150 and 300 miles 
an hour. It varies according to the 
speed at which the plane is flying 
at the time the jump is made. 

Hank—Let’s see—a mile is 5,280 fect. 
Two hundred miles an hour! Gosh, but 
that’s getting down to earth in a hurry! 

Robinson—And how! 

Hank—Is there any special instruc 
tion as to the best way in which to male 
@ jump? 

Robinson—The army gives com- 
plete instructions in parachue jump- 
ing but a civilian pilot should tnow 
the proper procedure in case of an 
emergency, so that with the ‘chute 
attached to his body and entirely 
free of the plane, he can just take the 
air any time, and in any way the 
moment indicates. Remember that 
a ‘chute is an emergency contrap- 
tion and when its use is necessary 
there must be no necessity for mak- 
ing a choice between this and that 
way—yuu just know the old crate has 
gone dead on you, and out you go!
